Many of the president's political friends, 
whilo believing tho statement attributed to 
him may not have been in tho oxact terms 
indicated, nro disposed' to bolievo that It ci- 
prossos his feelings honestly, but they say 
this will make him moro popular than ovor, 
nud whon tho time comes force his ronomina- 
tion and render an acceptance imperative. 


Senator Cockroll, ot Missouri, tvhon asked 


if ho ivas tho western senator who furnished 
tho information about tho president's fooling 
on tho question, said ho was not, and that lie 
know nothing about tho matter until he saw 
It in tho papers; and ho added: "1 think tho 
publication puts tho president in n false 
light; but that is only ray individual opinion."

I do not boiieve tho 
president wants to bo re-cloctod. Ho 1ms 
publicly stated that ho does not boliovo ill 
second terms, and I havo no idea ho has boon 
actuated qy any ambition to succeed himself; 
but I think his groat ambition is to so ad- 
minister tho government that any honest 
Democrat can bo his successor. 
I have no 


doubt that Mr. C'ovoland would bo gratified 
by tho endorsement of his party and tho 
country. Ho would bo moro or less than 
human if this wore not so, but Idon't.tliink 
ho wants tho office again for any personal 
ambition. Ho knows too much about it. 


"What he would do if tho Democratic 


party should say to him that ho was tho only 
man who could load thorn again to victory 
nobody knows but himself, and bo is not tho 
sort of individual who jumps a ditch boforo 
ho reaches it.

Therefore, I 
add to the protest of physicians the protest of 
the Christian church, and in the name of 
good health, and that God who has rondo the 
womanly constitution moro delicate than 
man's, I demand that you lot her sit down. 


Tho second counsel I havo to give to the 


clerks who aro hero to-day is that you seek 
out what are tho lawful regulations of your 
establishment, and then submit to ihom. 
Every woll ordered house has its usages. In 
military life, on ship's deck, in commercial 
life, thtro must be order and discipline. 
Those people who do not learn how to obey 
will never know how to command. I will 
tell you what young man will reach ruin, 
"Inancial and moral; it is tho young man who 


verbs somo lessons about honest thrift. He 
then gave out tho hymn beginning: 


The strlfo will not bo iong— 


This daj- the noiso of battle, 


Tho next tho victor's sonc. 


Tho boy choir chanted an opening nnd clos- 
ing selection. Dr, Talmago's discourse was 
entitled; "Behind tho Counter; or, Trials 
and Encouragements of Salesmen and Sales- 
women," He took tho two following passages 
oajji.s teit: "And a certain woman nnmcil 
Lydin, a soller of purple, of tho city of Thy- 
atlra, which worshiped God, heard us; whose 
heart tho Lord opened."—Acts ivi, 14. "Scest 
thou a man diligent In his business, ho shall 
Btnnd betoro kings,"—Proverbs xxii, 20. Tho 
preacher said: 


The first pa'sago introducos to you Lydia, 


a Christian rneix-hantess. Her business is to 
deal in purplo cloths or silks. She is not a 
giggling nononity, but a prncticnl \vomnn, 
not ashamed to work for her living. All the 
other women of Phillppi and Tbyatira have 
1*011 forgotten, but God has made immortal 
in our tort Lydia, tho Christian saleswoman. 


Tho otl'cr text shows you a man with head 


and hand and heart and foot all busy toiling 
On up until he gains a princely success. 
"Seost thou a man diligent in business, ho 
Bhall stand beforo kings." Great encourage- 
ment in these two passages for men' and 
womon who will bo busv, but no solace for 
thoso who are waiting for good luck to show 
tbom, at tho foot o£ the rainbow, a casket of 
buried gold. It is foily for anybody in this 
world to wait for something to tum up. It 
will turn down. The law of thrift Is as inex- 
orable as tho law of the tides. Fortune, the 
magician, may wave her arm in that direc- 
tion until castles and palaces come; but she 
will, alter a while, invert tho same wand,:ar.d 
(ill tho splendors will vanish into thin air. 
There aro certain styles of behavior vrhich 
load to usefulness, honor aud permanent'suc- 
cess, and thero arc certain styles of behavior 
which lead to dust, dishonor and moral d&- 
fault. I would like to Ore tho ambition of 
young people. I havo no sympathy with 
thoso who would prepare young folks for lifo 
by whittling down their oipectntions. That 
cjfa or woman will be worth nothing to 
church or state who begins lifo cowed down. 
Tho business of Christianity is no» to quench 
but to direct human ambition. Therefore it 
is that I coma out this morning and utter 
words of encouragement to those who 'aro 'oc- 
cupied as clerks in tho stores and shops and 
banking .touses of tho country. You say; 
"Why 
select ono class, and talk to one 


specially this morning?" 
For the same 


reason that (i, surgeon does not ojwn the door 
Ota hospital and throw in a bushel of pro- 
scriptions, saying: "Como, now, nnd get 
your mediciiiL1." Ho first fools the pulse, 
watches tho symptoms, und then prescribes 
for that particular case. So to-day I must 
bo specific. Tho people In this audience who 
arc clorks aro not an exceptional class. They 
belong' to n great company of tens of thou- 
sands who are in thLi country amid c..oum- 
Etances which will either make or brcal: 
them for time and for eternity. I should bo 
very slow to acknowledge that tho clerks, 
mulo and female, of other cities, ftre ftriy 
more honest or faithful than tho clerks of onr 
own city. Many of these people havo already 
achieved a Christian manliness nnd a Chris- 
tian woino.nlino.ss which will bo their pass- 
port to niiy position. I have seen their trials. 
I havo wiiWiwl their perplexities. There «ro 
evils nbroail which need to bo hunted down, 
and dragged out into the noonday light. 


Ir. tho first place, I counsel cleric to re- 


member that for tho most part their clerk- 
ship b only a school from wh'ich they are to 
be graduated. It takes about eight years to 
got ono of the learned professions. It takes 
about eight years to get to bo a merchant; 
Some o£ you will bo clerks a'.l your lives, but 
tho vast majority of you aro only in a tran- 
sient position. After a while, oooio Decem- 
ber ciay, tho head men of tho firm will call 
you into the back oflico, and they will say to 
you: "Sow, you havo dor.owell by us; wo 
lire going to do well by you. We invite you 
to havo an interest in our concern." You 
will bow to that edict very grace:*ull}-. Get- 
ting into a street car to go homo i\n old corc- 
radu v.'iil meet you and say: 
"\V.'iat makes 


you Ion!; so happy to-ntehU" "Ob," you will 
siy. "iiot!i!ivj, nothing." But in a few. days 
you-nnino will blossom on the sign. Either 
in tho itoro or bank where you aro now, or in 
son1'- other storo or bau!c, yoa will taUo a 
\iiz'.:.i- position than that which you now oc- 


So I feel to-day thab I (im standinx 


b'.'!'"iM pMplo who wil: yet have their hand 
u:i tho helm of tho world's comroorce, and 
you will turn it this way or that; now 


but to bo bankers, importers, in- 


surance company directors, shippers, oon- 
trartms, superintendents of railroads—your 
voice mighty "on 'Chaiigo"—standing fore- 
mo-ft

day. For, 


though we -.vho nro 'in tho professions may, 
on Iho platform, plead for tho philanthropies, 
after all thu mer"hanti must come forth with 
their millions to sustain tho movement. Be, 
therefore, patient and diligent in this tran- 
sient position. You nvo now where you can 
looja taint! you canjaovcr Icornii anr 'other 


which all tho employes aro under thorough 
discipline and the establishment in which the 
employes do about as they choose is the 
difference between success and faUare— be- 
tween rapid accumulation aad otter bank- 
ruptcy. Do not come to the storo ton minutes 
after tho time. Bo there within two i«conds 
after. Do not think anything too insignifi- 
cant to do well. Do not say, "It's onty just 
once." From tho most Important transaction 
in commerce down to the particular style in 
which you tio a string around a bundle, obey 
orders. Do not got easily disgusted. While 
others in tho store may lounge, or fret, or 
complain, you go with ready hands and 
cheerful fnco and contented spirit to your 
work. 
"\V~huri tho bugle sounds, the good 


Eoldior ask1: no questions, but shoulders his 
knapsack, fills his canteen and listens for tho 
command of "March 1" Do not get tho idea 
that your interests and thoso of your em- 
ployer aro antagonistic. Ilia success will be 
your honor. His embarrassment will boyour 
dismay. Expose none of tho frailties of tho 
firm. Tell no store secrets. Do not blab. 
Rebuff thoso pel-sons who como to find out 
from clerks what ought never bo known out- 
side the store. Do not bo among thoso young 
men who take on a mysterious nir whon 
something is said against tho firm'that em- 
ploys them, as much as to «ay: "I could tell 
you some things if I would, but I won't." 
Do not be among those who iinagino thoy "i*™ 
builH"themselves up Ey pnlUng sOmeT5b3y clsfl 
down. Bo not ashamed to bo a subaltern. 


Again I counsel clerks in this house to 


search ont what aro tho unlawful and dishon- 
est demands of an establishment and resist 
them. In tho 0,000 years that havo passed 
thero has never boon an occasion when it was 
one's duty to sin against God. It is never 
right to do wrong. If the head men of tho 
firm expect of you dishonesty, disappoint 
them. "Oh," you «ay, "I should loss my 
place then." Better lose your placo than lose 
your soul. But you will not lose your placo. 
Christian heroism in always honored. 
You 


go to the head men of your store and say: 
"Sir, I want to servo you; I want to obligo 
you; it is from no lack of industry on my 
part, but this thing seema to me to bo wrong, 
and it is ft sin against jny conscience; it IB a 
sin again.~t God, and I bor you, sir, to eicuse 
me.17 Ho may flush up and swear, but ho will 
cool down and bo -will have more admiration 
for you than for those who submit to his evil 
dictation; and whlio they link you will rise. 
Do not, because of seeming temporary ad- 
vantage, give up your character, young man. 
Under God that ia tho only thing you havo 
to build on. Givo up that, you give up 
everything. 
That employer asks & young 


man to hurt himself for timo and for eter- 
nity who expects him to mako a wrong entry 
or change an invoice, or say goods cost BO 
much whon they cust less; or impose unon 
tho verdancy of a customer or misrepresent 
a stylo of fabric. How daro he demand of 
you anything so Insolent? 


There is one style of temptation that comes 


on & great many of our clerks, and that is 
upon thoso who ore eng.-.gcd in what is called 
"drumming." 
Now, thaJ occupation Is just 


as houorablo as any other, if it be conducted 
in accord with one's conscience. In this day. 
whon thero aro so many rivalries in business, 
all our commercial establishments ought to 
have men abroad who ore ieflking out for op- 
portunities of merchandise. There can be no 
objection to thai. But them aro professed 
Christian merchants in the wools Eijjht prayer 
meeting who have cle.-to abroad in New 
York conducting merchants of Cincinnati 
and Chicago and St. Louis through the de- 
baucheries of the great town in order to 
secure tto custom for thd storo. There are in 
stores In New York and Brooklyn drawers in 
which thero*re kept moneys which the CtOi'ks 
aro.to go to and get whatever they want to 
conduct these people through tho dissipations 
of tho city. Tho head men of tho firm wiul; 
at it, and in somo places actually demand it 
—professed Christian merchants. 
One would 


think that tho prayer would froeza on their 
lips and they would fall, back dead at tho 
sound of their own song. What chance is 
there for young mon when commercial es- 
tablishments oipect such things of them! 
Among all things infernal, I pronounce that 
tho most damnable. Young man, how will 
that firm treat you whon you are utterly de- 
spoiled and dragged out with sin going 
through tho haunts of iniquity for tho pur- 
pose of getting customers for their store! 
Uow will they treat you! Oh, they will givo 
you a pension! Thoy will build you a line 
housol They will got you a horse and car- 
riagol Will they! No. Somo day you will' 
go to the store, shabby, intoxicated, worn 
out in their service, nnd they will say; "John, 
you are a disgrace to our house. 
Sow, 


jtist look at yourself. 
Accountant, how 


much do you owe this man!" 
"A dollar and 


thirty cents." "Well, now, hero—hera it is; 
a dollar and thirty cents. Go oft. Don't be 
hanging around tho store." Magnanimity 
superb! They stole tho luster from his eye, 
and the color from hia cheek, and the honor 
from hii soul, and then they kicked him out 
If such professed Christian merchants do not 
•go straight to hell I don't know any use of 


pblht Hie cxpccCatiUn otflial Drin; dEa'jJpoiut 
thoso customers if thoso things aro expected 
of you. You may soil an eitra case of goods; 
you muy sell an extra roll of silk; but tho 
trouble k, you may have to throw your soul 
to boot it tt'j bargain. 


Again: I counsel all clerks to conquer the 


trials of their particular position. Ono great 
trial for clefks is tho incocsideratfon of cus- 
tomers. Thero aro pcopio rrho arc entirely 
polito everywhere else, but gruff and dicta- 
torial and contemptible when thoy como into 
a store to buy anything. There aro thousands 
of men and women who go from storo to 
store to price things, without any idea ol 
purchase. Thoy are not satisfied until overj 
roll of goods is brought down and they have 
pointed out all the real or imaginorj defects. 
Tlioy try on all kinds of kid gloves, anc 
stretch them out of shape, and tboy put onal 
stylcs'of cloaks and walk to tho mirror to see 
how it would look, and then tboy sail out of 
the store, tnying: "I will not take it to-day;" 
which means: "I don't want it at all," leav- 
ing tho clerk, amid a wreck of ribbons and 
laces and cloths, to smooth out $500 worth of 
goods—not one cent of which did that man 
or woman boy or cxpoct to buy.: Now, I 
call that «, dishonesty on tho part of tho 
customer. If a boy runs into: a store 
and 
takes a 
roll 
of 
cloth 
o(T 
the 


counter and sneaks out into the street, you 
all join in the cry, pell mell: "Stop thief I" 
When I sco you go into ft storo, not expect- 
ing to buy anything but to price things, 
stealing the time of the clerk and stealing tho 
time of hia employer, I say, too: "Stop thief I" 
If I were asked which class of persons most 
need the grace of God amid their annoy- 
ancoa, I would say: "Dry goods clerks." All 
the indignation of customers -about tho high 
prices comes on tho clerk. For instance: 
A groat war cornea. The manufactories are 
closed. The people go 02 to battle. Tho 
price of goods runs up. A customer conies 
into a storo. Goods have gone up. "How 
nmeh is that worth?' "A dollar." "A dol- 
lar! Outrogeoua, A dollarl" Why, who in 
to blame for tho fact that it has got to bo a 
dollarl Does the indignation go out to tho 
manufacturers on tho banks of tho Merrimac 
hecauio thoy have closed upr^Ko. Does tho 
Indignation go out toward tho employer, who 
is out at !n's country Boat) No. It comes on 
tho clerk. He got up the war I Ho lovicd 
tho taios! H» puts up tho rents! Of course 
tho clerk! 


Then a groat trial comes to clerks' in the 


fact that tboy see tho parsimonious side 'of 
human nature. -You talk about lies behind 
tho counter—thero are. just as many lies be- 
fore tho counter. Augustino speaks of a^non 
who advertised that bo would, on a 'certain 
occasion, t«ll tho people what was in their 
Leurts. A great crowd assembled, and ho 
•tupped to tho front and said: "I will tell you 
what is in your hearts: To buy cheap and sell 
door!" Oh, people of Brooklyn! lay not aside 
your urbanity when you como into a storo. 
Treat tho clorks liko gentlemen and ladies— 
proving yourself to bo a gentleman or a 
lady. Remember that if tho prices are kigh 
and your purse Is lt«n, that is no fault of tho 
clerks. And if you have a son or a daughter 
amid thoflo pcrplexitiM of commercial lifo, 
aud such a on* cornea home all worn out, be . 


to alTCBrKs fn 11313 Luuso: j^o migutier thci 
your temptations. A Sandwich Islander nsci 
to think when he slew an enemy ull tl 
strength of that oriumy.camo into bis ow 
right arm. And I have to tell you Uiaccvcr 
misfortune you conquer is so much added t 
your moral power. V.'ilu omnipotence for 
lever, and tho throne of Ood for a fulcrum 
you can move earth and bcavcn. Wiiilo then 
aro other young men putting tho cup of sin t 
their lips, stoop down and drink out of th 
fountains o! Cod, and yon will i-iso up stron 
to thresh tho mountains. The anci'jnls use 
to think that pearls wore fallen (raindrops 
whj'cb, touching tbo surface of tbe sea, hard 
ened into gems; then dropped to tho botton1 
I hnvo to tell you to-day that, storms o! tria 
have showered imperishable pearl into mac; 
a young man's lap. Oh, yonug raanl whil 
you have goods to soli, remember you havo 
soul to save. In a hospital a Christian cap 
tain.woundod a fow days before, got delirious 
and in tbo midnight liour ho sprang outoi 
tbo floor of tho hospital, thinking ho was ii 
tho battle, crying: "Como on, boysl For 
ward! Charge!" Ah,' he was .only battlin, 
tho specters of his own brain. But it is r. 
imaginary conflict-into which I call 3-011 
young man, to-dny. There aro 10,000 spirit-

employers. Thtre aro profwed Christian 
men In this dty who bave no more regard for 
tbcir clerks than they ban for the scales on 
wbich tbe sugars aro weighed. A clerk Ifl no 
mora than BO much Btoro furniture. No con- 
sideration for tboir rights or their interesti. 
Not one word of encouragement from sunriso 
to sunset, nor from January to Docomber. 
But when ouytblng goee wrong—a streak of 
dustontlio counter or a box with tbe covei 
off—thunder showers of scolding. 3£en im- 
perious, capricious, cranky, toward their 
clerks—their wbolo manner as much as to 
say: "All the interest T have in you ia to sec 
what I can get out of you." 


Tbon there aro all tho trials of incompetent 


wasos. Some of you remember vhen tho 
war broke out and all merchandise went up, 
and merchants were made millionaires in six 
ujontti.i by tho simple risa in tho value of 
goods. Did tbo clerk cot th« advanta^o of 
that rise) Sometimes, not always. 
1 


estates ffathcrod in thoso times orer which tho 
curso of Goil has hung ever since, Tbo cry 
oC uiidcrpJiiU men and women in thoso stores 
reached tho Lord of Sabaotb, and tho indig 
nation oC God ha^ been around thoso estab- 
lishments evor since; rumbling in tbo car- 
ricigo wheels, Hashing In tbo chandeliers, 
glowing fj'om tho crimson upholstery, thun- 
dering in tbo long roll of tno ton pin alloy. 
Such men build up palaces of merchandiso 
heaven high, but after a •while a disaster, will 
como along and will put one hand on this pil- 
lar, and another band on that pillar, and th'row 
itself forward until down will como tho 
whole structure, crushing thu worshipers as 
grapes are mashed in a wine press. 


Then thoro are boys in establishment* who 


nro ruined—in prosperous estnblishmento— 
ruined by their lack of compensation. In 
how many'proeperous stores it has been for 
tbe last twenty yearn that boys woro given 
just enough money to learn them how to 
stool 1 Same woro seized upon by the police. 
Tho vast majority of instance* were not 
known. The head of the firm astod: "Where 
is G«org9 nowf 
"Oh, be ian'c hero any 


more." 


A lad might bettor starve to do&th on a 


blasted Loath than take one cent from his em- 
ployer. "Woo be to that employer who un- 
uecessorily puti a temptation in a boy's way. 
Thero havo be*n great establishments in theso 
cities, building marble palaces, their o^rncrs 
dying worth millions and millions and mil- 
lions, who mado a vast amount of their estate 
out o! the blood and muscle aud nerve of 
half paid clerks. Such mon aa—well, I will 
r.Qt mention any name. But I mean men 
who havo gathered up vast estates nt the ox- 
penso of the peoplo who woro ground under 
their heel "Oh," say such, merchants, "if 
you don't like it hero, then go and got a bet- 
tor place." As much as to say: "I've got 
you in my grip, and I mean to hold yon; you 
can't got any other place." Oh, what a con- 
trast wo sea between such men and thoso 
Christian merchants of Brooklyn and New 
York who to-day arc avniaathotic with_ their 
c'.erks—when, they pay th'o calory, acting In 
this way: 
"This1 salary that! givo you is 


not all my interest in you. You aro an im- 
mortal man; you aro an immortal woman; I 
am interested 
in your present and your 


everlasting welfare; I want you to under- 
stand that, if I am a little higher up In this 
s'-oro, I am bosido you in Christian sympa- 
thy." 
Go back forty years to Arthur Tap- 


pon's storo in Now York—a man whose worst 
enemies never questioned his honesty. Every 
morning ho brought all tho clerks and tho 
accountants and tho weighers into a room 
for devotion. Tboy sang. Thoy prayed. 
They exhorted. On Monday morning tho 
clerks were askod whcro thoy had attended 
church tho previous day, and what tho ser- 
mons wero about. 
It must havo sound- 


ed strangely that voice of praise along 
the streets where, tho devotees of Mammon 
were counting tkair golden beads. You say, 
Arthur Tapppen failed." Yes, ho was un- 
fortunate, like a great many good men, but I 
understand ho met all his obligations before 
ho loft this world, and I know that ho died in 
tho poaca of the Qospel, and that ho is before 
tho throne of God to-day—forever blessed. 
If that l>o failing, I wish that you might all 
fail. There aro A groat many young men in 
this city—yea, In this house—who want a 
word of encouragement—Christian encour- 
agement Ono smilo of good oheor would 
be worth moro to them to-morrow morn- 
Ing In their places of business than, a 
present ot $50,000 ten years bcnse. Oh, I 
remember tho apprehension and tremor of en- 
tering a profession. I remember very woll 
tho man who greeted mo in tbo ecclesiastical 
courc with tho tip ends of tho- long fingers of 
tho loft hand; and I remember tho other man 
who took my hand in both "of his and said: 
"God bless you, my brother; you havo on- 
tered a glorious.profession; bo faltbfbl to 
God and ho will seo you through." Why, I 
fuel this minute tho thrill. 'Of that band-" 
ehnjdng, though tho .man who'gavo me tho' 
Christian grip has been in heaven twenty-five 
years. Thero are old men to-day who canJook' 
back to fOTty years ago, whori.somo ono said 
a kind wbrd.to them. Now, old men, pay back 
want you got then. It is a groat art for old 
rnoutobeableto encourage tho young. Thero 
aro many young peoplo in our cities who have 
couio from inland counties of our own state— 
from tbo granite hills of tho north, from tho 
savaxnas of tho wrath, from the prairies of 
ths west. Thoy are boro to get their fortune. 
Thoy aro in boarding houses.whore everybody 
seems to bo thinking of himself. They want 
companionship and thoy wont Christian on- 
courngjment. .Give.it .& them.
